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CULTURAL  NOTES 


Your  gladiolus  garden  should  be  exposed  to 
full  sunshine.  The  soil  must  be  good,  preferably 
a sandy  loam,  and  should  be  well  prepared. 

PLANTING.  Bulbs  (or  preferably  corms) 
may  be  planted  from  May  1 to  July  1,  or  even 
later.  They  should  be  planted  six  inches  deep, 
though  not  covered  more  than  three  inches  until 
the  plants  are  up.  Deep  planting  helps  to  keep 
the  stalks  erect,  and  the  roots  will  be  down 
where  the  moisture  is.  Stable  dressing  broad- 
casted, with  a little  fertilizer  in  the  rows,  is 
probably  the  best  method  of  feeding. 

CULTIVATION.  Clean  cultivation  will  usu- 
ally make  watering  unnecessary,  but  if  you  water, 
do  it  thoroughly,  not  merely  wetting  the  top  of 
the  ground.  Care  in  cultivation  will  be  repaid 
in  the  size  and  beauty  of  the  bloom. 

THE  FLOWERING  SEASON.  From  plant- 
ing to  flowering  takes  from  60  to  100  days,  ac- 
cording to  the  variety,  and  you  can  further  pro- 
long the  season  by  making  two  or  more  plantings 
of  each  variety  at  intervals  of  about  two  weeks. 

For  cut  flowers  use  a sharp  knife,  leaving  at 
least  three  leaves,  and  better  four,  for  the  ma- 
turing of  the  bulb.  Remove  all  faded  flowers 
each  day,  trim  a little  off  the  stem,  and  give 
fresh  water,  and  your  cut-flowers  will  last  in 
good  condition  a week  or  longer;  and  even  then 
the  tips  of  the  spikes  can  be  cut  off  and  used 
with  good  effect  in  a broad  low  bowl. 

DIGGING  AND  STORING.  When  the 
leaves  have  turned  yellow,  or  when  frost  has 
nipped  them,  the  bulbs  are  ready  to  dig.  The 
tops  should  be  cut  off  close,  and  the  bulbs, 
after  drying,  should  be  stored  in  shallow  boxes 
or  in  paper  bags,  where  they  will  be  safe  from 
frost  or  dampness.  The  old  dried-up  bulb  can 
be  removed  at  any  time  after  the  bulbs  are 
‘^cured’^ — ^within  two  or  three  weeks  of  digging. 

There  are  no  mysteries  connected  with  gladi- 
olus growing  and  there  are  no  serious  insect 
pests,  and,  if  you  start  with  healthy  stock,  there 
are  no  very  serious  diseases  to  contend  with,  so 
that  even  a beginner  can  be  a successful  grower, 
and,  when  once  successful,  is  sure  to  become  an 
enthusiast.

Tall  and  sturdy, 
with  large  blooms.  Midseason. 

Gretchen  Zang  (Austin) 1.00 

Shell  pink  with  slightly  deeper  edges,  and  scar- 
let throat.  The  flowers  are  large  and  the  stem 
long  and  erect. 

Halley  (Velthuys) 50 

Salmon  pink,  with  Tyrian  rose  brushmarks  on  a 
lemon  yellow  throat.  Very  early. 

Independence  (Woodruff) 50 

Rich  begonia  pink,  with  a deep  red  throat.  The 
blooms  are  of  good  size,  and  the  spike  long. 

Le  Marechal  Foch  (Van  Deursen) 2.50 

Shell  pink,  somewhat  brighter  at  the  tips.  The 
flowers  are  very  large,  and  bloom  early.  A prize- 
winning exhibition  variety. 

Marshal  Foch  (Kunderd) 5.00 

A beautiful  salmon  pink  shading  to  rose  at  the 
throat.  Extra  large  blooms  slightly  ruffled; 
very  tall  and  vigorous  in  habit.  New  and  good. 

Mrs.  Kenr,  syn.  Glory  of  Kennemerland  . . 1.00 
Peach-blossom  pink,  beautifully  shaded,  with  a 
contrasting  throat  of  crimson  and  yellow.  Very 
large  flowers  on  a stem  of  medium  height. 

Mrs.  Norton  (Kunderd) 3.00 

Shell  pink,  with  edges  suffused  La  France  pink; 
the  throat  sulphur  yellow,  marked  Tyrian  rose. 
Both  color  and  form  imusually  beautiful.

Beautiful  rose  pink,  with  a striking  ox-blood 
throat;  the  blooms  large  and  of  excellent  form.

Bright  rose  pink  with  a suffusion  of  carmine, 
the  throat  and  medial  lines  white.  Very  fine 
and  distinct. 

Pearl 1.00 

A soft  shade  of  pure  pink,  with  a rich  creamy 
throat.  It  is  one  of  the  best  early  varieties; 
a fine  cut-flower. 

Pella  (Kunderd) 1.50 

Rose  pink  with  deeper  featherings,  and  garnet 
lines  at  the  throat;  much  resembling  the  popu- 
lar E.  J.  Shaylor  in  color  and  form.

Pure  bright  rose  pink,  shading  lighter  toward 
the  throat,  which  is  white  marked  with  narrow 
lines  of  garnet.  The  flowers  are  of  good  size 
on  a long  erect  spike. 

Summer  Beauty  (Kunderd) 2.00 

Salmon  pink  with  light  yellow  throat,  and  narrow 
crimson  medial  lines;  a bright  and  harmonious 
combination.  Flowers  of  good  size,  making  a 
very  beautiful  spike. 

Vinton  (Kunderd) 2.50 

Rose  pink  with  a touch  of  flaming  scarlet  at  the 
throat,  which  is  bordered  with  yellow.  A very 
bright  and  cheerful  variety. 

Wilbrink  (sport  of  Halley) 85 

Flesh  pink,  with  a canary  yellow  throat  brushed 
with  garnet.  In  size  and  form  like  Halley,  and 
as  early  to  bloom.

Clear  bright  yellow,  with  faint  medial  lines  of 
solferino  on  the  lower  petals.
